The President Makes No Recommendation or Sug- 
ijestions as to What Congress Shall Do«=The 
Affair is Referred to Committee With- 
out Debate=»Qreat Crowds

W\sHiNtiTON, 
March 
38.—The 
President, today sent the following 
message to congress : 
••To the ConKro.-^.- ol tlio United Stales; 


"For some time prior to the visit 
or the Maine to HavaTia liarbor onr 
consular representatives ])ointed out 
the advantages to flow from the 
visit of national ships to the Cuban 
waters, in accustoming the people 
to the presence of our flag as the 
symbol of good will and of onr 
ships in the fulfillment of the mis- 
sion of protection to American in- 
terests, even though no immediate 
need therefore might exist. 


' 'Accordingly on the .Mtli of Jan- 
uary last,after a conference with the 
Spanish minister in which the re- 
newal of visits of oiir war vessels to 
Spanish waters was discussed and 
accepted, the peninsular authorities 
at Madrid and Havana were advised 
of the purpose of this government 
to resume friendly naval visits at 
Cuban ports and that in that view 
the Maine would forthwith call at 
the port of Havana. 


.\ri'REClATEl) HY .SPAIN. 


"This announcement was received 
by the Spanish government with ap- 
preciation of the friendly character 
of the visit of the Maine and with 
notification of intention to return 
the courtesy by sending Spanish 
ships t:> the principal 
ports of 
the I'nited States. 
Meanwhile the 
Maine entered the i)ort of Havana 
on tlie ¿afch of January, her arrival 
being marked with no special inci- 
dent besides the exchange of cus- 
tomary 
salutes and 
ceremonial 
visits. 


"The Maine continued in the har- 
bor of Havana during the three 
weeks following her arrival. Noap- 
Ijreciable excitement attended her 
stay ; on the contrary, a feeling of 
relief and confidence followed the re- 
sumption of the long interrupted 
friendly intercourse. 


' 'So noticeable was this immediate 
effect of her visit that the consul 
general strongly urged 
that the 
presence of our ships in Cuban 
waters should be kept up by retain- 
ing the Maine at Havana or, in the 
event of her recall, by sending an- 
other vessel there to take her place. 


THE MAINE DESTROYED. 


' 'At forty minutes past 9 in the 
evening of the 15th of February, the 
Maine was destroyed by an explo- 
sion, by which the entire forward 
part of the ship was totally wrecked. 


"In this ciatastrophe two officers 
and 264 of her crew perished, those 
who were not killed outright by her 
explosion being i)enned 
between 
decks by the tangle of wreckage and 
drowned by the immediate sinking 
of the hull. 


"Prompt assistance was rendered 
by the neighboring vessels anchored 
in the harbor, aid being especially 
given by the boats of the Spanish 
cruiser Alfonso XIII and the Ward 
line steamer ([¡ity of Washington, 
which laid not far distant. 
The 
wounded were generously cared for 
by the authorities of Havana, the 
hospitals being freely opened to 
them, while the earliest recovered 
bodies of the dead were interred by 
the municipality in a public ceme- 
tery in the city. Tributes of grief 
and sympathy were offered from all 
official quarters of the island. 


AN APPALLING CALAMITY. 


s 


' 'The appalling calamity fell upon 
the people of our country 
with 
crushing force and for a brief time 
an intense excitement 
prevailed, 
which, in a community less just and 
self-controlled 
than 
ours, might 
have led to hasty acts of blind re- 
sentment, 
This spirit, however, 
soon gave way to the calmer pro- 
cesses of reason and to the resolve 
to investigg(fe the facts and await, 
material proof before forming a 
judgment a« to the cause, the re- 
sponsibility, and, if the facts war- 
ranted, the remedy ; due. 
This 
course 
necessarily 
recommended 
it^lf from the otitgdt to the exebn- 
tive, for only in the light' of a dis- 
passipnately ascertf^ned 


could it dfttermino the nature and 
m(iasure of its full duty in the niat- 
ter. 


"The usual proceedure was fol- 
lowed, as in all cases of casualty or 
disaster to national vessels of any 
maritime state. 
A naval court of 
inquiry was at once organized, com- 
posed of officers well qualified by 
rank and practical experience to 
discharge the onerous duty imposed 
upon them. 
Aided ]>y a strong 
force of wreckers and divers the 
court proceeded to make a thorough 
investigation on the spot, employ- 
ing every available means for the 
•impartial and exact determination 
of the causes of the explosion. 
Its 
operations have 
been 
conducted 
with the utmost deliberation and 
judgment and while independently 
jiursued no source of information 
was neglected, and the fullest op- 
portunity was allowed for a sim- 
ultaneous investigation by the Span- 
ish authorities. 


COUliT'S LON(t LABORS. 


' 'The finding of the court of in- 
quiry was reached after twenty- 
three days of continuous labor, on 
the 21st of March, instant, and hav- 
ing been approved on the 32nd by 
tilt/ 
commander in-chief 
of 
the 
United States naval force on the 
North Atlantic station, was ^'ans- 
mitted to the executive. 


"It is herewith laid before the con- 
gress together with the voluminous 
testimony taken before the court. 
Its purport is in brief as follows : 


"When the Maine arrived at Ha- 
vana she was conducted by the reg- 
ular government pilot to buoy No. 
4, in which she was moored in from 
five and one-half to six fathoms of 
water. 


' 'The state of discipline on board, 
and the conditions of her magazines, 
boilers, 
coal bunkers and storage 
compartments are passed in review 
with the conclusion that excellent 
order prevailed, and that no mdica- 
tion of any cause for an internal ex- 
plosion existed in any quarter. 


"At 8 o'clock in the evening of 
February 15 everything had been 
reported secure and all was quiet. 


"At 9:40 o'clock the vessel was 
suddenly destroyed. 
There were 
two distinct explosions, with a brief 
interval between them, 


"The first lifted the forward part 
of the ship very perceptibly; the 
second, which was more open, pro- 
longed and of greater volume, is 
attributed by the court to the par- 
tial explosion of two or more of the 
forward magazines. 
The evidence 
of the divers establishes that the 
after part of the ship was practi- 
cally intact and sank in that condi- 
tion a very few minutes after the 
explosion. 
The forward part was 
completely demolished. 


THE KINDINiJS OP THE COURT. 


"Upon the evidence of a concur- 
rent external cause the finding of 
the court is as follows : 


"At frame 17, the outer shell of 
the ship, from a point' eleven and 
one-half feet from the middle line 
of the ship and six feet above the 
keel when in its normal position, 
has been forced up so as to be now 
about four feet above the surface of 
the water, therefore about 
thirty- 
four feet above where it would Ije 
had the ship sank uninjured. 


"The outside bottom plating is 
bent into a reversed V shape, the 
after wing of which, about fifteen 
feet broad and thirty-two feet in 
length (from frame 17 to frarne 25), 
is doubled back upon itself against 
the continuation of the same plat- 
ing extending forward. 


"At frame 18 the vertical keel is 


/ 


broken in two and the flat keel bent 
into an angle similar to the angle 
formed by tlje outside bottom plates. 
This break is now about six feet be- 
low the surface of the water and 
about thirty feet above its normal 
position. 


AN EXTERNAL EXPLOSION. 


"la the opinion of the court this 
eflfect conld have been produced 
only by the explosion of a mine sit- 


uated under the bottom of the ship 
at about frame 18 and somewhat on 
the port side of the ship." 
The conclusions of the court are : 
"That the loss of the Maine was 
not in any respect due to fault or 
negligence on the part of any offi- 
cers or members of her 
crew; 


"That the ship was destroyed by 
the explosion of a submarine mine 
which caused the partial explosion 
of two or more of her forward mag- 
azines ; and, 


"That no evidence has been ob- 
tainable fixing the responsibility for 
the destruction of the Maine upon 
any person or persons, 


"I have directed that the finding 
of the court of inquiry and the views 
)f this government thereon be com- 
municated to the government of her 
majesty, the queen, and I do not 
permit myself to doubt that the 
sense of justice of the Spanish na- 
tion will dictate a course of action 
suggested by honor and the friendly 
relations of the two governments. 


"It will be the duty of the execu- 
tive to ad\ase congress of the result, 
and in the meantime deliberate con- 
sideration is invoked.

IMMENSE CROWDS 


Itesieged tlu> Capitol to f;et into the 
Leifislatlve Ualls. 


WASHINGTON, March 38.—Except 
on the occasion of the inauguration 
of a president no such crowds as 
surged through the corridors and 
stormed the galleries for admission 
have been seen at the capitol in a 
quarter of a century. 


Public interest in the findings of 
the board of inquiry appointed to 
investigate the disaster which sent 
one of Uncle Sam's noblest war ves- 
sels to the bottom of Havana harbor 
and sacrificed the lives of 260 brave 
American sailors, was at white heat. 


At daylight this morning people 
were already seeking entrance to the 
capitol and hours before noon, when 
the two houses convened, the mar- 
ble stairways were choked 
with 
pushing, jostling peoi)le pressing to- 
ward the galleries. 
Not an inch of 
space remained in tlie public gal- 
leries at 9 o'clock, though long lines 
of people stretching down the stair- 
ways to the lower corridors con- 
tinued to press forward. 


Within a few minutes after the 
reserved galleries were throvm open 
they too were completely filled, with 
the exception of those reserved for 
the diplomatic corps and the fam- 
ilies of the president and cabinet. 


Admission to these galleries was 
strictly by card. 
Many 
distin- 
guished personages were in the gal- 
leries. The hall buzzed like a bee 
hive with the sound of myriads of 
voices. 
On the floor there was al- 
most as much excitement a-s in the 
galleries, although the full synopsis 
of the report, which was printed bv 
the Apsociated Press this morning, 
had taken the keen edge cfl" the 
anxiety with which tho members 
awaited the reading of the ofllcial 
finding.-? of tho board. 


Upon the desk of the late Repre- 
sentative Simpkins, of Massachu- 
setts, who died suddenly on Satur- 
day night, a wreath of Easter lilies, 
interwoven with tulips, crocuses and 
lilies of the valley, cast an air of 
sadness over the vast assemblage. 


Fifteen minutes before the house 
convened the floor was cleared. 
The diplomatic and executive gal- 
leries shortly afterward were opened 
and before the gavel fell at noon 
not a seat was vacant. 
Altogether 
there were an unusually large num- 
ber of ladies in the galleries and 
their gay spring costumes added 
much to the brilliancy of the nota- 
ble scene. 


Chairman Dingley and Mr. Railey 
and the other leaders entered the 
hall without demonstration. 


PRAY'ED FOR 
PEACE. 


At exactly 12 o'clock the speaker 
ascended the rostrum and called the 
house to order. 
Amid the impres- 
sive silence the blind chaplain ae- 
livered a solemn prayer which rang 
through the hall like a warning. He 
referred to the storm clouds that 
hung above the country threatening 
to break at any time. 
He prayed to 
God to interpose His power that 
these clouds might pass away, leav- 
ing us in peace and tranquility. 
"Yet, if/ war must 
come," 
he 
prayed, "in vindication of truth and 
justice, mercy and right, help us 
to be prepared with brain and heart 
and brawn to meet it. To this end 
be with the president and the cabi- 
net, our counsellors and all oflficially 
connected with the affairs of state, " 


There were 
no 
preliminaries. 
While the journal was being read 
Chief Executive Clerk Prüden ap- 
peared with the message, which was 
announced as soon as the reading of 
the journal was concluded. 
The 
thronged galleries were hushed as 
the clerk carried the document down 
the main aisle and placed it on the 
speaker's table.

I'nited States Ship Mangrove Orilerp«! lo 
Havana to Attor«! Jieluife to 
Americans if In Xeetl. 


N E W YORK, March 38.—It is now 
said on good authority that the 
Mangrove, which sailed for Havana 
on Friday, went there ostensibly to 
bring away material saved from the 
Maine, but in reality to be on hand 
in case of an out break in Havana 
so that American could take refuge 
on the vessel, avers the Key West 
correspondent of the Herald, 


Twenty-one American citizens ar- 
rived here on the steamer Olivette 
from Havana. 
Among these were 
Captain Sigshee and other officers of 
the Maine ordered home by the 
Washington authorities. 
Chaplain 
Chidwick will remain here tempor- 
arily, All the other officers continued 
north via, Tampa. 


The concensus of opinion among 
all the passengers was that a gen- 
eral exodus from Havana would 
shortly follow as the result of the 
present excitement attending the at- 
titude of the American government. 


Unusually strict censorship has 
been maintained over the cable to 
prevent any 
information 
being 
known regarding the attitude of the 
United States government, the au- 
thorities fearing violent demonstra- 
tions against the American residents 
of Havana. 


Among the passengers who ar- 
rived was Julio Hidalgo, of the 
prominent banking firm of Hidalgo 
& Co., Havana. 


No better informed person than 
Mr. Hidalgo, or one who is better

READY FOR THE SEA. 


Xhe(iiinl>oat I'rinroton Win .Soon I.eave the 
Yards and Keceive Her Armament. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 38.—It 
was announced today that the gun- 
boat Princeton which is being built 
at Diamoges ship yard, Camden, is 
rapidly nearing completion and that 
she will leave the ship yard in about 
a week for League Island navy yard 
to receive her fittings preparatory to 
her final trial trip. 
Since the first 
indication of possible trouble with 
Spain workmen have been engaged 
night and day on the warship and as 
a result she is now practically ready 
for sea. 


The Princeton is not a large craft, 
but is perfect in her appointments 
and admirably adapted to cruising 
in shallow 
Chinese 
and

American waters, for which she is 
intended. 


She draws but twelve feet of 
watfir, and her dimen.sions are lt»8 
feet water line, 304 feet over all, 
thirty-six feet beam and 1,000 tons 
displacement. 


She is fitted with 850-horse power 
engines and is expected to attain a 
speed of twelve knots per hour. 


The now boat's armament will 
consist of six six-inch quick fire 
gans, four six-pounders, two one- 
poundors, ono three-inch 
breech 
loading Howitzer and one Gatling 
gun. 
Her complement will be 1(30 
oificers and men. 


The boat has a steel hnll, with a 
wood skin and copper, owing to 
which she will be able to remain a 
long time at sea without having to 
be docked.

FLAG MUST REMAIN. 


Spain Will Yield Kverythlng in Cuba, 
Kxcept Her .Sovereig »ty. 


N E W Y O R K , March 28.—Spain, al- 
though apparently defiant, has ask- 
ed for further delay before the 
United States does anything more 
about Cuba, says the Washington 
correspondent of the Herald, 


Tliis request was made through 
Senor Polo Y Bemabe, the Spanish 
minister in Washington. 
He prom- 
ised in Spain's behalf that 
she 
would lay before the state depart- 
ment at an early day a plan for a 
more liberal government of Cuba. 


This plan, t^e minister declares, 
will lie so fair and liberal that it 
iwould be satiafaotory to the United 
StM^es ¡and ithe Cuban insnrgpnt^ 
and would bibing about peace on tbe 
island.

Tiie 3Ienili)ers Aireot to Kegard tiie Situa- 
tion as More Hopeful—Spain .May 
-ilake Concessions. 


WASHiNtiTON, March 38.—Tiie cab- 
inet meeting, which was called at 
10:30 o'clock today was largely de- 
voted to the reading of the presi- 
dent's message sent to congress at 
noon. 
Several minor changes were 
made in the wording of the mes- 
sage and after it had been dis- 
patched to the capital some time 
was spent in the consideration of 
late 
messages 
from 
Minister 
Woodford. Although the details of 
these dispatches are not made public 
it is known that they are reassuring 
in character and give a basis for the 
belief that the present strained rela- 
tions may yet be satisfactorily re- 
lieved. 


Although reticent as to the details 
a member of the cabinet said after 
the meeting today that the condi- 
tions were much more hopeful than 
three days ago. 


It is undoubtedly true that Spain 
is willing to make important con- 
cessions to the United States and is 
willing to go even so far as to 
agree to withdraw her troops from 
Cuba on conditions which, if not 
satisfactory to this government, are 
more liberal and conciliatory than 
anything 
hitherto received, and 
clearly indicate a purpose to avoid 
war even if to attain that end she 
is compelled to make sacrifices never 
before considered. 


Notwithstanding 
these hopeful 
signs the negotiations have not 
passed the danger point, nor is it 
believed that this government will 
accept any compromise that does 
not involve prompt cessation of hos- 
tilities, even if the question of the 
future government of Cuba be left 
to future negotiations.

CAPTAIN SKiSUKE. 


Captain Sigsbee, in testifying be- 
fore the court of inquiry which con- 
vened 
in the 
harbor 
of 
Havana 
Monday, February 21, said that he 
assumed command of the Maine on 
April 10, 1897, and his ship arrived 
in 
che 
harbor 
of 
Havana 
the 
last time January 24, 1898, 
The au- 
thorities at Havana knew 
of 
the 
Maine's coming, Consul General Lee 
having informed the authorities ac- 
cording to official custom. 
After he 
took on an official pilot sent by the 
captain of the port of Havana, 
the 
ship was berthed in the man of war 
anchorage off' the Machina, or the 
Shears, and according to his under- 
standing was 
one of the regular 
buoys of the place. 


He then stated that he had been 
in Havana in 1872 ¿ind again in 1898. 
He could not 
state 
whether the 
Maine was placed in the usual berth 
for men of w'ar, but 
said that 
he 
had heard remarks since the explo- 
sion, using Captain 
Stevens, 
tem- 
porarily in command of the 
Ward 
line steamer. City of Washington, 
as authority for the statement that 
he had never known in all his 
ex- 
perience, 
which 
covered 
visits to 
Havana for five or six years, a man 
of war to be anchored at that buoy ; 
that he had rarely known merchant 
vessels 
to be anchored 
there and 
that it was the least used 
buoy 
the hax'bor. 


Insofar as the regulations regard 
ing 
inflammables 
and 
paints 
on 
board, Captain Sigsbee testified that 
the regulations were strictly carried 
out in regard to storage, 
and that 
the waste also was subject 
to the 
same careful disposition. 
As to the 
situation of the paint room, he fixed 
it as in the "eyes of the ship" just 
below the berth deck, the extreme 
forward compartment. 
As for the 
disposition 
of inflammables 
they 
were stowed in chests according to 
the regulations and when 
inflam 
mables 
were 
in excess 
of chest 
capacity they were allowed to 
be 
kept in the bath room 
of the ad 
mirals cabin. 
Regarding the elec 
trie plant 
of the 
Maine, 
Captain 
Sigsbee stated 
that 
there w^as no 
serious grounding, nor sudden flar 
ing up of the lights before the ex 
plosion, 
but 
a sudden and 
total 
eclipse. 


As for regulations 
affecting the 
taking of temperature of magazines, 
etc., 
Captain 
Sigsbee said 
there 
were no special regulations 
other 
than the usual regulations required 
by the department. 
He examined 
the temperature 
himself and con- 
versed with the ordnance officer as 
to the various temperatures and the 
contents of the magazines and ac- 
cording to the opinion of this officer 
as well as Sigsbee the temperatures 
were never at the danger point, 
do not think there was any laxity 
in thiSjdirection," 
said the captain 
in reply to a question of Judge Ad- 
vocate Marix. ^ 


Speaking generally 
of his rela- 
tions with the Spanish. authorities, 
Captain Sigsbee stated that with 
the officials they were outwardly 
cordial.

rival a ferry boat crowded 
densely 
with people, civil and military, re- 
turning from a bull fight in Regla, 
passed the Maine and about 
forty 
people on board indulged in yells, 
whistles and derisive calls. 
During 
the stay in Havana Captain Sigsbee 
took more than 
ordinary precau- 
tions for the protection of the Maine 
by placing sentries on the forecastle 
and poop, 
quarantine and 
signal 
boys on the bridge and on the poop. 


«ENEUAL LEE'S TESTIMONY. 


Consul General Fitzhugh Lee ap- 
peared before the court on 
March 
8. 
His testimony related to the of- 
ficial 
formalities 
preceding 
the 
Maine's arrival. 
On January 24 he 
received a message from the state 
department Siiying that the Maine 
would be 
sent 
to Havana on 
a 
friendly visit to resume the regular 
status of naval relations between the 
two countries, and he was ordered 
to make arrangements at the palace 
for 
the 
interchange 
of 
official 
courtesies. 
After 
a 
call 
at 
the 
palace, 
he 
sent 
the 
state 
department 
a 
cypher 
message 
saying: 
"Authorities 
profess 
to 
think the United States has ulterior 
purpose in simding th(i ship.

felt a very heavy shock and heard 
noise of falling 
objects 
on 
deck. 
Thought the ship was being 
fired 
upon. 
Was told by captain to see 
boats were lowered. 
He saw few 
men 
coming, mostly officers. 
He 
saw no reason to flood the magazine 
because water was coming up. 
He 
saw fire forward. 
Boats 
began to 
crowd around 
the 
wreck. 
He in- 
duced boats to take the wounded to 
different vessels. 
He ordered a list 
taken of the saved and 
wounded. 
There was excellent discipline after 
the explosion. 
Orders were 
fol- 
lowed with promptness of a 
drill. 
The only order not obeyed was the 
order to leave the ship. 


OLSEN'S TESTIMONY. 


Chief Gunner's Mate Olsen, of the 
United States ship Iowa, told how 
he had been sent to Havana for the 
purpose of doing diving duty on the 
wreck. He had ascended four times, 
making about eight or nine 
hours 
of total examination. 


Olsen told how, on his 
first 
de- 
scent, 
he went 
over the forward 
part of the ship. 
To use his 
own 
expression, he said: 


I found the wreck all blowed up. 
I found a lot of grate 
bars 
down 
there." 


The third time he went down, 
Olsen testified, he went outside the 
ship, forward of the crane 
on the 
port side. 
He followed the bottom 
along and found that the ship's side 
was blown out-board, and alongside 
the crane it could be walked on. 


At the part where she is blown 
up completely,'' witness said, ' 'part 
of her bottom plates are turned up. 
Then you follow the bottom from 
there up and the plates are blown 
out-board."

FOHT 
MONROE, Va., March 27.— 
(With the American Flying Squadron, 
Hampton Roads.) More than the usual 
enthusiasm was displayed today by the 
otHcers and men of that portion of the 
American Hying squadron already as- 
sembled here wlien Commodore W. S. 
Schley took command. 


There is always a perfunctory duty 
to be done in such cases, but the duty 
was performed with an ill concealed 
enthusiasm that bordered upon a breach 
of discipline. Officers smiled, however. 


The newly detailed commander could 
not, in his pleasure at sach a greeting, 
find fault, and the men were allowed 
to give full vent to their feelings. The 
significance of the greeting was in the 
general feeling 
that the first step 
towards the completion of what will be 
the free fighting squadron had been 
taken, and the men apparently were 
gratified both with the step and with 
the choice of commander, for Commo- 
dore Schley is known as a conservative, 
yet absolutely fearless and determined 
fighter. 


Commodore Schley left Washington 
last night and arrived at Fort Monroe 
early this morning. 
He was met by an 
ensign and a boat crew of sailors wiio 
relieved him of Ins baggage and re- 
ceived information that he would go 
aboard the Brooklyn which he has 
designated as his llagship. 


At 9:30, after breakfast at the Cham- 
berlain the commander of the Brooklyn, 
with some petty oilicers, took Commo- 
dore ¡Schley aboard a launch and con- 
veyed him to the il^et which lies near 
Newport News. 


The commodore was in civilian dress 
but was saluted with the usual formali- 
ties as he passed up the 
Brooklyn's 
companion-way to begin active service, 
lie was shown to quarters which are 
more elaborate than upon any warship 
ailoat, having been prepared for exhibit 
when the Brooklyn visited England 
during tlie queen's jubilee. 


Within a half liour after boarding 
the ship Commodore Scldey, in full uni 
form, was ready to take command and 
the men of the fleet were drummed to 
quarters with the yards manned, the 
marines on deck and oilicers and gun 
ners 
at 
post. 
Commodore 
Schley 
stepped to tlie bridge of the Brooklyn 
and reading his commission as com 
mander, took possession. 


At the same instant his llag was 
floated from the Brooklyn's masthead 
and one of the big guns belched forth a 
salute which was answered from the 
^Massachusetts, lying near. 


Then enthusasim broke loose, and 
there was a roar of applause from the 
deck and yards. 
Shortly after the 
oilicers of the battleship Massachusetts 
came aboard, and, together with the 
oilicers of the Brooklyn, paid their re- 
spects. 


The second step in the formation of 
the squadron will take place this week 
when the assignment of vessels is com- 
plete. 


For speed and strength this squadron 
will be unexcelled. 
At present the 
battleship 
Massachusetts, 
of 10,288 
tons and capable of eighteen knots an 
hour, and the protected first 
class 
cruiser Brooklyn, of 9,271 tons and 
capable of twenty-two knots an hour, 
form the neucles of the squadron.

The attendance of senators was 
unusually large. 
It was quite evi- 
dent that the individual members 
of the body, despite the dignified re- 
serve in which many of them were 
wrapped, were quite as deeply in- 
terested in the proceedings as was 
the general public. 


Eveiy senator at the capital was 
in his seat when the gavel of the 
vice president fell. 


At 12 :0"J p. m. Ma jor Pruden, ex- 
ecutive secretary to the president, 
delivered to the senate tho message 
of the i)rnsident transmitting the 
long expected and much discussed 
report of the Maine court of in- 
quiry. 


As Major Pruden was recognized 
by the vice-president there was a 
hush in the chamber, a majority of 
the spectators expecting that the 
message and report were to be read 
to the senate immediately'. 


Routine business, however, 
was 
taken up for a time. 
At 12 
Sen- 
ator Morgan, of Alabama, rose and 
demanded the reading of the ijresi- 
dent's message. 
Instantly 
there 
was a hush in tlie chamber—a hush 
so profound that a whisper 
might 
have been heard. 


Vice President Hobart at once 
laid the message before the senate 
and its reading was begun. 


CLOSEST ATTENTION GIVEN. 
The closest attention was given 
to the reading of the message by 
every 
person 
within 
hearing. 
Around the inner semi-circular wall 
of the chamber many of those en- 
titled to do 


so stood up. 
Among 
these were two score or more of the 
members of the house of represent- 
atives. 


As that part of the message sum- 
marizing the finding of the court 
was read, people scarcely breathed, 
so intense was the interest in the 
document. 
At the conclusion of 
the reading of the message Mr, 
Davis (Minn.), chairman of the com- 
mittee on foreign relations, amid a 
buzz of whispered conversation,rose 
and requested that the findings of 
the court of inquiry be read. 
In 
reading the findings the clerks ex- 
perienced great difficulty, as they 
had not been placed in type written 
formjand were badly written. At the 
conclusion of the reading Mr, Davis 
moved that the message of tjie 
president, the findings of the cöurt 
of inquiry, and the testimony taken 
before the court, be Referred to the 
committee on fdreign relations and 
ordered printed.

A THEATRICAL ARMY. ' X ^ ^ 


In the controversy 
CoiigriBM, re-^ 
cently,''bi^eïiiiâie adoption ot s cojty^ 
dirhl Iti^itiie ét^temenit 
maifle tllac 
there are. SiOOQ i tbeàte»; ' aJàiai: : opera ; 
houses in the United States represent- 
ing a cost of from $10,000 to $1,000,000 
each. 
These theaters employ 50,000 
persons, exclusive of actors and ac- 
tresses. 
Upward of 400 manuscript 
plays written or owned by citizens of 
the United States are played nightly. 
They give employment to from 5,000 to 
6,000 actors. 
The cost of producing 
these manuscript plays ranges from 
$2,000 to $25,000 each, and the pur- 
pose of the new statute Is to give judges 
of the United States courts full juris- 
diction over the matter and, to make the 
penalty Imposed In one circuit operative 
anywhere throughout thé eounti^ for 
uriautiiorized ' performances. 


The number of actors and actresses 
in the United States has increased far 
more rapidly than has the population 
for a number of years past. 
By the 
Federal census of 1S70 there were, at 
that time, 2,053 actors and actresses. 
By the census of 1880 the number had 
grown to 4,812. l a 1890 it was 8,815, and 
it is now clearly in excess of 10,000, 
though the line of demai'cation between 
veritable actors and actresses and thosi? 
connected witli the variety profession, 
as it is sometimes calleil, is not very 
clear. 
About GO per cent of the num- 
ber of persons describing themselves as 
actors and actresses are directly con- 
nected witli the performance of stand- 
ard or manuscript plays, and the others 
are employes of variety theator.s. sing- 
ers, specialty artists, gymnasts, circus 
performers, skatera, or comic vocalists. 
In the number of those who are con- 
nected indirectly with theatrical per- 
formances, the stage hands are to be 
considered as quite a factor. It is very 
ditiicult to make an accurate and com- 
prehensive statement of tlie number of 
those who are emploj-ed directly and 
indirectly in the theaters of this coun- 
try. The actors and actresses, of course, 
are an easily ascertainable quantity, 
but in addition to the stnge hands, of 
whom an accurate estimate may be 
nijule. there are the supei-s, male and 
female, the theater orchestra players, 
the employes of tho theater box ofKcc.s, 
the doorket^)ers, janitors, advertisim; 
agents and as.sistants, the ushers, the 
gas men and their assistants, the prop- 
erty men, the s<.*eue painters and as- 
sistants, the chorus singers, male and 
female, and the managerial staff, made 
up of 
business 
managers, 
advance 
agents, stenographers, secretiirias, dra- 
aiatists' hoipers, and scene shifters. It 
wonld prahabb' be safe to sjiy that 
tlie number of those who draw their 
liveliliood from theaters 
and 
opera 
houses in the United States is nearer 
100,000 than 50,000.

No matter how good-na- 
tured a child may be, the excitement 
and fatigue consequent upon a long 
journey are almost sure to set it to wor- 
rying out the nerves of those who are 
trying to care for it, and spoiling the 
tempers of those who are compelled to 
listen t9 iL 


According to the design of the man 
who proposes this innovation the trav- 
eling nursery will take up about the 
same amount of space as the private 
stateroom, which is found in all sleei>- 
ing cans. 
There will be a saviug of a 
space of several feet, however, as the 
wide seats on the side of the state- 
room below the iHM'ths are not neetled 
in tlie inn-sery, being replaced by otto- 
mans and tiny easy chairs, scattered 
over tile tlooi*. In this way any danger 
from sudden starts or sliarp curves is 
obvi.'ited. 


As .a furiiier protection against in- 
jury fo the little ones the walls of the 
nursery are lieavily padded and the 
lioor iliickly carpeted, so that bumi>s 
and bruises will be altogether avoided. 
At eacli end of the companment, and 
iirmly .secured, are two cosy cots, in 
wiiich the .smaller children may lie and 
watch the games of the older ones. 
Each car containing the nnrsery attach- 
ment will carry a matron or nurse, who 
will be selected with special reference 
to her ability to amuse and care for her 
little charges; and she will have at 
hand supplies of milk, cookies, and 
other edildes and drinkables dear to the 
infantile heart. 
She will also have 
ciiarge of a modicine chest containing 
a full assortment of the simpler rem- 
edies for childish ailments. 
A minia- 
ture toy shop is anotlior adjunct of tho 
traveling nursery, and it will contain 
everytliing from liaby rattles to picture 
Itooks and fairy tales. 
Notiiing. 
in 
short, will be missing that would add to 
tile comfort or amusement of the young 
travelers.

NEW YORK, March 2^.—Lieutenant 
Sargeant, of the naval auxiliary böard, 
acting for the United States govern- 
ment, yesterday supervised an oilicial 
test of the Holland sub-marine torpedo 
boat Plunger in Staten Island sound. 


After the test Lieutenant Sargeant 
would not say whether he intended to 
advise the government to purchase the 
boat, but from the entire success of the 
tests it is thought this is his intention. 


Two dives were made and the tor- 
pedo guns were successfully used. 


Soon after 2 o'clock the Plunger, es- 
corted by the Erie, moved from her 
dock and started for deep water. 
At 
first the small hatchway closing the 
turret was left open, but as the boat's 
deck was just awash and the choppy 
sea threatened to contribute a wave to 
the torpedo boat's ballast Mr. Holland 
withdrew his head from the aperture 
and clamped down the hatchway. 


UNDKH PERFECT CONTROL. 


Mr. Holland exliibited the perfect 
control under which he had the boat 
by making it perform all sorts of evolu- 
tions around the tug. It was found 
that a good degree of speed could be 
maintained, and that, with the turret 
barely awash and affording absolutely 
no mark for a gun boat to shoot at, the 
plunger was able to hold her own with 
the tug. 


When the "plunger" went 
under 
several minutes went by, the watchers 
on the tug had not the slightest idea in 
which direction the submarine craft 
had gone, and some anxiety was be- 
ginning to be felt, when the foremost 
Hag of t])e little boat rose slowly from 
the water more than 1,(»U0 yards away. 


DISCHARGES A TORPEDO.

MUNCIE, Ind., March 28.—One of 
the new tanks at Ball Brothers' 
fruit jar glass factory No. 2, burned 
last night and the 320 tons of mol- 
ten glass flooded the brick floor, fir- 
ing the building, which was totally 
destroyed, entailing a loss of $60,- 
000, with hue ^22,000 insurance. 


The building covers three acres of 
ground and was made of wood and 
sheet iron. 
W^hat adds greatly to 
the loss is two patent blowing ma- 
chines, valued at $r)00 each, which 
recently displaced 100 blowers on 
two tanks, this having been the ini- 
tial introduction of the patent that 
promises to revolutionize this im- 
portant industry. 


Fortunately the 300 men employed 
in the factory were not working or 
some could not have escaped. 
The 
factory will be rebuilt at 
once, as 
this is the busy season, with a heavy 
demand for trade. 
The firm is now 
shipping a train load of jars daily.

Andrew McClute died last night 
ut 11 ::iO o'clock at his residence, No. 
-30 Douglass avenue. 
Death was 
caused by dropsy, superinduced by 
organic heart trouble. He had been 
ill and confined to his home for sev- 
eral months and his death had been 
expected for some days. 
His extra- 
ordinary vitality enabled him' to 
cling to life with a tenacity that 
seemed wonderful. 


Andrew McClure was perhaps as 
well known as any citizen of this 
city,his strong individuality making 
him a striking character. 
Where- 
over known, 
he was 
esteemed. 
Possessed of a rare fund of knowl- 
edge, a forcible talker of a magnetic 
IMsrsonality he made many acquaint- 
ances and friends. Notwithstanding 
his affiction in the loss of his sight 
he at all times evinced a keen inter- 
est in all questions of a public 
and 
political 
character 
and 
was 
unusually 
well 
informed 
ou all live topics of the day. 
He 
was an ardent republican at all 
times and never tired of upholding 
the precepts of that party. 
A logi- 
cal debater and an unyielding par- 
lisan, he became recognized as an 
iailuential i)olitician whose advice 
was frequently sought by the lead- 
ers of his party. 


His domestic life was a particu- 
larly happy one. 
Of a cheerful 
temperament himself, he at no time 
])<!rmitted his affliction to dull his 
Ml^preciation of the render care aud 


utchfulness he at all times received 
from a loving wife and daughter, 
and the family life, as aconseiiuence, 
V» as indeed pleasant. 
He was a de- 
voted liusband and father. 


Mr. McClu^e was born in Blair 
county, 
Pennsylvania, November 
12th, 1841, his parents being natives 
of that state. 
His early life was 
made up of arduous labor, such as 
befell the sons of all the early set- 
tlers of moderate means in that 
state. 
At the 
beginning of the 
civil war he enlisted in company 
D, of the Fourteenth Pennylvania 
and served three months, first as a 
private and later as lieutenant. 
In 
February. 
1862, ho re-enlisted in 
company H., 
IKith Pennsylvania, 
and served two years as private and 
second lieutenant. 
He participated 
in several battles and before he was 
mustered out_in^ 1K64 at Winchester, 
Ya., had seen much active service. 
During his service in the army he 
received injuries by being thrown 
from a horse that ultimately, or in 
lb77, caused , the t;otal loss of his 
sight. 
From 18'i i until the loss of 
his sight, he was employed as a lo- 
comotive engineer by the Pennsyl- 
vania and Wabash companies. From 
1877 un*-il 18S0 ho was engaged in 
the hotel business in this city, at 
one time being pL"0])rietor of the 
Uich hotel. 
Since that time he ha.s 
lived a retired life, at least so far as 
nctive participation in business af- 
fairs was concerned 


Mr. McClure is survived by his 
wife and a daughter. Miss Mary E., 
wlio, until her father s illness de- 
manded all her time, taught in the 
Hoagland school. 
He al.so leaves a 
l)rothcr, John, an engineer on the 
Vv^abash. 
He was a member of the 
Brotherhood of Lcicomotive Engi- 
neers and the G. A R. The funeral 
will probably ba Tharsday.

The ornamental hearts are 
Been in lookets, large and small, plain 
and jeweled, and also in rings, bracelets 
and brooches. 
In fact, there is no kind 
of jewelry that may not show the heart 
somewhere or somehow. Charms for 
gentlemen's watch chains are offered, 
and linked sleeve buttons and tiny shirt 
studs or searfpins. Children have quite 
large lockets finished in Roman gold on 
the out.sido and with parents' portraits 
inside. 
The fancy for these hearts is 
almost a fad aud extends far beyond the 
usual domains of the jeweler's art. 
So 
far is it carried that in some cases an 
evening bodice is so designed that the 
top, bottom and drapery form one great 
heart shape. 


Many evening as well as day bodices 
now are made with each side entirely 
different from the other, being draped 
on one side and trimmed with some flat 
trimming like lace application or beaded 
passementerie on the other side or per- 
haps wrought with .spangles. 


Speaking of spangles reminds me of a 
blouse intended for evening, though it 
was high in the neck. 
It was of thin,

As pretty and dainty a toilet table as 
any woman could wish and one that 
would delight the heart of a young girl 
is shown in the accompanying illustra- 
tion. 
First select an ordinary kitchen 
table of medium size. Half way np the

legs have a shelf fitted, which will be 
found to be an excellent place to store 
out of the sight the various odds and 
ends of a girl's toilet. 
The-floor space 
beneath will serve as a closet for shoesi, 
slipper.« ixud tho like. 


First cover tho top of the table with 
silesia of any color desired. ' Make a 
scant frill of the same, reaching to the 
floor, and tack to the edge of table top. 
On this have a very full ruiile of dotted 
swiss, finished at the bottom with a 
wide hem. For the top of table make a 
cover the exact size of white linen lawn 
embroidered in dainty blossoms and fin- 
ish with full frill of lace. 
The flowers 
should be selected with regard to the 
color chosen for lining. 
If yellow is 
used, buttercups, email single roses or 
dafi'odils would be desirable; if blue, 
forgetmenots, blue gentians or bachelor's 
buttons. 
Make a long narrow cushion, 
known as a yard cushion, carrying out 
the same design as the cover and edge 
with very full ample ruffle of lace. Fin- 
ish at the corners with many loops of 
baby ribbon the shade of the flowers em- 
broidered on the linen. For the top take 
a Japanese parasol and cut it directly in 
half. This will form a sort of cup from 
which to hang the curtains. 
From the 
top of table to the point where tho par- 
asol is to hang stretch and tack to the 
wall silesia the samo color as is used to 
cover the table. 
Over this put dotted 
swiss laid in plaits or gathered top aud 
bottom aud secure to the wall with 
small gimp tacks. 
Hang upoii this a 
mirror with white enamel frame or gilt 
if desired at the height required. Make 
curtains of the dotted swiss and edge 
with either a full frill or cotton ball 
edging. 
Hang these to the parasol by 
means of little picture rings screwed 
into each stick and hooks secured to the 
curtains. 
Lay plaits iu the curtains 
when each hook is secured, so that it 
%vill not sag between the points where 
it is attached. 
Tie tho curtains back 
with .satiu ribbon ot the same shade as 
the lining, aud the toilet table will be 
complete. 
Of course other material.s 
than swiss maybe used. Tambour mus- 
lin, fish net, white and gold oriental 
crapes will all prove satisfactory.

table is very easy of construction and is 
dainty and dccorutivo enough to be an 
acceptable addition to any young lady's 
room.

CORN ROOT WORM. 


X Serious Western Pest Advancina; East- 
ward—Southern Corn Root Worm. 


The farmers and entomologists of the 
central states have long known Diahro- 
tica longicornir say, the western corn 
worm, as one of the worst pests with 
which they have to deal, and its recent 
progress eastward 
through Ohio has 
been a matter of considerable interest.' 
E. D. Sanerson, writing from Cornell 
(N. Y.) university to Country Gentle- 
man, gives the life history of this pest 
and the remedy, accompanied with il- 
lustrations. 


The eggs are laid in the early fall, 
within a few inches of the base of the 
stalk, from one to five inches deep in 
the soil. The larva? hatch from June to 
August, and at first eat the small root- 
lets entire, aud then commence burrow- 
ing under the outer layers of the larger 
I'oots. If on a rich loam, this causes the 
stalks to be easily blown over, or small 
ears and a general dwarfing of the plant 
if on poorer land. 
The adult worm is 
nearly white, with browu head, a. little 
less than half an inch long, by less than 
one-tentli of an inch in diameter. Three 
pairs of short legs are found on the 
segments immediately back of the head, 
but otherwi.se tho long, cylindrical body 
appears perfectly smooth to tho unaided 
eye, though seen 
to have numerous 
hairs and bristles under the micro.=cope.

The Ue.st Wirlts. 


ITrst (and in this lies perhaps the 
greati.-t seeret of .-afety) the wiek must 
le w(dl litting aud the full width of the 
\vick ca.so, yet not "stiill'ed in'' any- 
how, for ir nius"-, wind up and down 
smoothly and < venly at both end'.-; or all 
round, as 'ihe case may be. 
IMany ca.-'-es 
go to prove that aicideuts have -arisen 
from this particular point being neglect- 
ed. 


Speaking of narrow wicks, au expert 
says that accidents bavt; originated not 
from the cheap lamp or its faulty con- 
struction, but because the vapor of the 
oil lias ef)m'j into contact with the flame 
by means of the sjnice left by the. nar- 
row wick. Tbis is but (jiie, exam])lo out 
of many, and the necessity for well tlt- 
tinf^ v.dek.s eanmit bo too strongP/ iu- 
fcisted upou. 


The best wdck.s are those made from 
loiig iiiier cotton, closely woven and 
soft. 
They should never contain any 
starch eir stiffening dressing. 
Beforo 
bein.'! lait into a lamp the wick should 
bo dried beforo the lire to (diminato 
any dampness or moi.sture that may 
have .'di'ected it and would prevent its 
burning clearly. 
It .sliould bo cut .short 
enough to reach to wdthin a quarter cf 
au inch of the bottom of the oil con- 
tainer. 
Immer.'-ion iu oil produces a 
hardness which is not compatible v.'ith 
a good, .smok(de:iS light. 


If a lamp smokes or smells without 
due cause or if tho winder works stiiiiy, 
it is a sere sign that the oil has aliected 
tho wick aud that the latter must be 
chajigcd for a fre.sh one. 
To trim a 
round wick use a soft piece of rag to 
remove the charred part iu preference 
to scis.sor;;. Flat wicks are, on the other 
band, more perfectly treated by means 
of scis.sors. 
Ouly about two-thirds of 
the burntpart need b-t; removed, and tho 
wick should be lower at either corner 
than in tho middle.

President today sent the following 
message to congreas: 
"To the Cotiftreii of t!ie United Stale-- 


"For some time prior to the visit 


of the Maine to Havana harbor our 
consular representatives pointed on 
the advantages to flow from the 
visit of national ships to the Cuban 
waters, in accnstomiug the people 
to the presence of our flag as the 
symbol of good will and of onr 
ships in the fulfillment of the mis- 
sion of protection to American in- 
terests, even though no immediate 
need therefore might exist. 


"Accordingly on the 24th of Jan- 


uary last,after a conference with the 
Spanish minister in which the re- 
newal of visits of our war vessels to 
Spanish waters wa« discussed and 
accepted, the peninsular authorities 
at Madrid and Havana were advised 
of the purpose of this government 
to resume friendly naval visits at 
Cuban ports and that in that view 
the Maine would forthwith call at 
the port of Havana. 


APPRECIATED BY UPAIS, 


'This announcement was received 


hy the Spanish government with ap- 
preciation of the friendly character 
of the visit of the Maine and with 
notification of intention to return 
the courtesy by sending Spanish 
ships t) the principal ports of 
the United States.

"The Maine continued in the har- 


bor of Havana during the three 
weeks following her arrival. No ap- 
preciable excitement attended her 
stay; on the contrary, a feeling of 
relief and confidence followed the re- 
sumption of the long interrupted 
friendly intercourse. 


"So noticeable was this immediate 


effect of her visit that the consul 
general strongly urged that the 
presence of our ships in Cuban 
waters should be kept up by retain- 
ing the Maine at Havana or, in the 
event of her recall, by sending an- 
other vessel there to take her place. 


THE HAUTE DESTROYED. 


"At forty minutes past '9 in the 


evening of the 15th of February, the 
Maine was destroyed by an explo- 
sion, by which the entire forward 
part of theship was totally wrecked. 


"In this catastrophe two officers 


and 264 of her crew perished, tbyse 
who were not killed outright by her 
explosion being penned 
between 


decks by the tangle of wreckage and 
drowned by the immediate sinking 
of the hull. 


"Prompt assistance was rendered 


by the neighboring vessels anchored 
in the harbor, aid being especially 
given by the boatt of the Spanish 
cruiser Alfonso X11I and the Ward 
line steamer City of Washington, 
Whioh laid not far distant. The 
wounded were generously cared for 
by the authorities of Havana, the 
hospitals being freely opened to 
them, while the earliest recovered 
bodies of the dead were interred by 
the municipality in a public ceme- 
tery in the city. Tributes of grief 
and sympathy were offered from all 
official quarters of the island. 


AH Al'PALUSO TALAMITT. 


"The appalling calamity fell upon 


the people of our country with

On the floor there was al- 
most as much excitement as in the 
galleries, although the full synopsis 
of the report, which was printed by 
the Associated Press this morning, 
had taken the keen edge off the 
anxiety with which the members 
Awaited the reading of the official 
findings of the board.

pedo guns were successfully used. 


Soon after '2 o'clock the Plunger, es- 


corted by the Krie, moved from her 
dock and started for deep water. At 
first the small hatchway closing the 
turret was left open, bnt as the boat's 
deck was just awash and the choppy 
sea threatened to contribute a wave to 
the torpedo boat's ballast Mr. Holland 
withdrew his head from the ai*rturc 
and clamped down the hatchway. 


VMUGU 1-KBVeuT CONTUOL. 


Mr. Holland exhibited the perfect 


control under which he had the boat 
by making it perform all sorts of evolu- 
tions around the tug. It \v« found 
that a good degree of speed could be 
maintained, and that, with the turret 
barely awash and affording absolutely 
no mark for a gnu boat to shoot at, the 
plunger was able to hold her own with 
the tug. 


When the "plunger" went under 


several minutes went by, the watchers 
on the tug had not the slightest idea in 
which direction the submarine craft 
had gone, and some anxiety was be- 
ginning to be felt, when the foremost 
Hag of the. little boat rose slowly from 
the water more than l,iKX) yards away. 


DISCHARGES A TORPEDO. 


Mr, Holland kept his hatches closed

seemed wonderful. 


Andrew MoC'lure was perhaps as 


well known an any citizen uf thif 
city, his strong individuality making 
him a striking character. 
Where- 


iiver known, 
he was esteemed 


Possessed of a rare fund of knowl- 
edge, a forcible talker of a magnetic 
personality he made many acquaint- 
ances aud friends. Notwithstanding 
his alliotion in the loss of his sight 
he at all times evinced a keen inter- 
est iu all questions of a public 
and 
political 
character 
and 


was 
unusually 
well 
informed 


on all live topics of the day. He 
was an ardent republican at all 
times and never tired of upholding 
the precepts of that party. A logi- 
fiU debater and an unyielding par 
n.san, he became recognized as an 
lafluential politician whose advice 
was frequently sought by the lead- 
ers of his party. 


His domestic life was a particu- 


larly happy one. Of a cheerful 
temperament himself, he at no time 
permitted his affliction to dull his 
appreciation of the tender care and 
watchfulness he at all times received 
from a loving wife and daughter. 
and the family life, as a consequence, 
WOB indeed pleasant. He was a de- 
voted husband and father. 


Mr. McClnre. was born in Blair 


county, 
Pennsylvania, November 


12th, 1841, his parents being natives 
Of that State. 
His early life was 


made up of arduous labor, snch as 
befell the sons of all the early set- 
tlers of moderate means in that 
state. At the beginning of the 
civil war he enlisted in company 
D, of the Fourteenth Pennylvania 
and served three months, first as a 
private and later aa lieutenant. In 
February. '1862, he re-enlisted m 
company 0,, 113th Pennsylvania, 
and served t^o years as private and 
second lieutenant. He participated 
in several battles and before he was 
mUBlUrM out in iSSiat 'Winchester, 
V»., had seen much active service. 
Daring his service in the army he 
received injuries' 6y being thrown 
from a horse that ultimately, or in 
1877, 
caused the. total loss of his 


sight. From '1864 until the loss of 
his sight, he was employed as a lo- 
comotive engineer by the Pennsyl- 
vania and Wabash companies. From 
1877 until 1888 he was engaged in 
the hotel business iu this city, at 
one time being proprietor of the 
Rich hotel. Since that time he has 
lived a retired life, at leist so far as 
tictive participation in business af- 
fairs was concerned. 


Mr. McClure is survived by his

legs have a shelf fitted, which will be 
found to be an excellent place to stor< 
out of the sight the various odds and 
ends of a girl's toilet. Tbe floor space 
beneath will serve as a closet for shoes, 
slippers and tbe like. 


First cover the top of the table with 


silcsiu of any color desired. Make 
scant frill of tbe name, reaching to th« 
floor, aud tack to the edge of table top. 
On this have a very full ruffle of dottcc 
Swiss, finished at the bottom with a 
wide hem. For the top of table make a 
cover the exact size of white linen lawn 
embroidered in dainty blossoms and fin- 
ish with full frill of lace, Tbe flowers 
should be selected with regard to the 
color chosen for lining. If yellow is 
used, buttercups, small single roses or 
daffodils would be desirable; if bine, 
forgetmeaots, blue gentians or bachelor's 
buttons. Make a long narrow cushion, 
known as a yard cushion, carrying out 
the same design as tbe cover and edge 
with very full ample ruffle of lace. Fin- 
ish at the corners with many loops of 
baby ribbon the shade of the flowers em- 
broidered on the linen. For the top take 
a Japanese parasol and cut it directly in 
half. This will form a sort of cnp from 
which to hang the curtains. From the 
top of table to the point where tb« par- 
asol is to bang stretch and tack to the 
wall Silesia the same color as is used to 
cover the table. Over this put dotted 
swies laid in plaits or gathered top and 
bottom and secure to the wall with 
small gimp tacks. Hang upon this a 
mirror with white enamel frame or gilt 
if desired at the height required. Make 
curtains of the dotted swiss and edge 
with either a full frill or cotton ball 
edging. Hang these to the parasol by 
means of little picture rings screwed 
into each stick and hooks secured to the 
curtains. Lay plaits in the curtains 
when each hook is secured, so that it 
will not sag between the points where 
it is attached. Tie the curtains back 
with satin ribbon of the same shade as 
tbe lining, and the toilet table will be 
complete. Of course other materials 
than swiss may be used. Tambour mus- 
lin, fish net, white and gold oriental 
crapes will all prove satisfactory. Tbe 
table is very easy of construction and i» 
dainty and decorative enough to be au 
acceptable addition to any young lady's 
room.

At this season of the year, when the 
streams are swollen from heavy 
rains, the fish awake from their 
long period of lethargy and begin to 
move up stream, preparatory to 
spawning, and the",water being very 
muddy, it is ail easy matter for them 
to be taken from the eddies, where 
they go to feed. 


Fish of every variety and in lar^e 


quantities are taken in tbo nets and 
it seems that no efforts are being 
made by the proper authorities to 
apprehend the violators. In Indiana 
each road supervisor is ox ofticio a 
same warden empowered to enforce 
the fish and game laws within his 
jurisdiction a* such 
supervisor. 


There seems, however, to have been 
no attention paid violations in the 
vicinity of Fort Wayne. 


Sportsmen in this city will prob- 


ably call the attention of Fish 
Com- 


missioner Sweeney to the violations 
of the law being perpetrated iu this 
county.
